The following Bill was introduced in Lok Sabha on 25th March, 1998. 

Bill No, 1 or 1998 

A Bill to continue the existing rates of income-tax for the financial year 1998-99. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty-ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows:— 

1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Finance Act, 1998. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1998, 

2. The provisions of section 2 of, and the First Schedule to, the Finance Act, 1997, income tax. 
shall apply in relation to income-tax for the assessment year or, as the case may be, the 
financial year commencing on the 1st day of April, 1998, as they apply in relation to 
income-tax for the assessment year or, as the case may be, thc financial year commencing 

on the 1st day of April, 1997, with the following modifications, namely:— 

(a) in section 2,— 

(i) for the figures "1997", wherever they occur, the figures “1998" shall 
be substituted; 

(//) in sub-section (7), the words and letter "and such tax shall be in¬ 
creased in the cases to which Paragraph E of that Part applies, by a surcharge.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The object of this short Bill is to continue for the financial year 1998-99 the 
existing rates of income-tax with certain modifications. 

2. Clause 2 of the Bill deals with the rates of income-tax. The rates of income- 
tax which were specified in Part 111 of the First Schedule to the Finance Act, 1997, 
for the purpose of deduction of tax at source from salaries during the financial year 

1997- 98, for computing the “advance tax” payable during that financial year in 
relation to current incomes and for certain special purposes, are proposed to be 
continued for the purpose of assessments for the assessment year 1998-99. Further, 
the same rates are proposed to be continued also for the purpose of deduction of tax 
at source front salaries during the financial year 1998-99, for computing the "ad¬ 
vance tax” payable during that financial year on current incomes, and also for the 
said special purposes. 

3. The rates for deduction of tax at source during the financial year 1998-99 
from incomes other than salaries, specified in Part II of the First Schedule to the 
Finance Act, 1997, are also proposed to be continued for deduction of tax al source 
from such incomes during the financial year 1998-99. 

4. Clause 2 of the Bill accordingly proposes to apply to the financial year 

1998- 99 the provisions of section 2 of, and the First Schedule to, the Finance Act, 
1997, with consequential and other necessary modifications.
